Schurman Presents Funds 
to Ancient German Uni- 
versity for New Hall

HEIDELBERG,. Ger.—The Univer- 


and romantic surroundings, has long 
been in a sorry state with respect to 
its buildings. The Free State of 
Baden with only about half the num- 
her of inhabitants of Berlin’ (about 
2,000,000), and two universities and a 
Polytechnic to keep up, could not re- 
build its celebrated old university 
during the post-war stress. 

Happily America came to the re- 
lief of the historic seat of learning 
and the sums collected in the United 
States for the erection of Schurman 
Hall, the arts section of the univer- 
sity, were recently formally handed 
over to the city and university au- 
thorities by Jacob Gould Schurman, 
United States Ambassador at Berlin, 
who once had studied at Heidelberg 
and had never ceased to be grateful 
for what the university had given 
him. In the previous May Heidelberg 
Faculty of Philosophy conferred the 
degree of honorary doctor upon Mr. 
Schurman. 

Song of Praise 

Mr. Schurman, who has trans- 
lated Scheffel’s well-known song of 
praise: . 


“Old Heidelberg, dear city 
With honors crowned and rare, 
O’er Rhine and Neckar rising, 
None can with thee compare,” 


started a collection among his 
friends in the United States for re- 
storing Heidelberg University to ita 
old glory, and before long he was 
able to present the university with 
a gift of $500,000. Another gift has 
now followed, thereby enabling the 
university actually to begin re- 
building. 

Severe rules were laid down by the 
university authorities as to the de- 
sign for the new building, which is 
to include several already existing 
buildings belonging to the arts sec- 
tion of the university. Ite style, 
moreover, is to be in keeping with 
these. 

In consequence the initiative which 
could be shown by the competing 
architects was not allowed much 
scope. An exhibition of the 12 com- 
peting models was recently held at 
Heidelberg, several of them showing 
in consequence considerable simi- 
larity of design. The first prize was 
awarded to Prof. Karl Gruber of 
Danzic, whose design for Schurman 
Hall was the one chosen. 


To Have Large Hall 
Besides the old parts of the uni- 
versity which it will contain, Schur- 
man Hall will have a large lecture 
hall capable of seating 350 people, 


two lecture rooms for about 100 stu- 
dents, three for about 60, one for 30, 
one room for the professors, two or 
three rooms for faculty meetings, a 
small flat for the caretaker, a com- 


/mon room, cloakrooms, etc. 


Altogether the university will be 


increased by nine leeture rooms with 


a seating capacity of 1160.

GERMANS MEET 


SUMS DUEUNDER 
THE DAWES PLAN 


Unemployment Drops and 
Standard of Living Rises, 
Say Latest Reports 


: 


BERLIN (4)—Reduction of unem- 
ployment, a rise in the standards of 
living, and increased exports, have 
been reported for the fourth annuity 
year by commissioners and trustees 
of the Agent-General for Repara- 
tions, All reports showed that pay- 
ments due under the Dawes plan had 
been met promptly by Germany.

BERLIN—The five reports of the 
trustees and commissioners under 
the Dawes agreement, just pub- 
lished, discussing German industry 
and finances in the fourth annuity 
year of the Dawes plan, which ended 
Sept. 30, are of special importance in 
view of the approaching conference 
of reparation experts. The report of 
Seymour Parker Gilbert, Agent-Gen- 
eral for Reparations, which is always 
most interesting, will be issued after 
the governments concerned publish 
their decisions regarding the coming 
conference, 


Industry and Rallways 


The reports just issued contain 
valuable material on points raised 
here. They are the alleged over- 
burdening of industry by reparatien 
contributions, overburdening of Ger- 
many’s economic life by interest 
payments on foreign borrowings and 
the danger of reparation payments 
to the accumulation of capital at 
home. During the fourth annuity 
year industry and railways for the 
first time contributed their full 
share to the Reich’s reparation obli- 
gations, © Nevertheless, they were 
spared the heavy decline in produc- 
tion generally anticipated at the end 
of last year. 

On the whole, with the exception 
of slight fluctuations, the high level 
of production reached during the last 
years of the industrial boom were 
maintained during the present year, 
the trustee for industrial debentures 
states in his report. This is also 
proved, he continues, by the lower 
unemployment figures and increased 
exports. 

Foreign Trade 


The favorable development of Ger- 
man industry this year is confirmed 
by the annual report of the Berlin 
Chamber: of Commerce, just pub- 
lished, in which it is stated that “in- 
dustry and trade fee] themselves in- 
wardly sound.” The value of Ger- 
many’s foreign trade has increased 
by 1,200,000,000 marks, as compared 


‘with the same period in the preced- 


, of which amount nine- 
dué to increased exports. 
For the first time since the war 
Germany’s trade balance with Euro- 
pean countries is once more favor- 
able, the exports exceeding imports 
by 930,000,000 marks. This is due 
primarily to the conclusion of the 
Franco-German commercial treaty,

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PROFITEERING IN 


Prompt Action to Be Taken 
Against Speculators—Con- 
clave Awaits Replies 


ASUNCION, Paraguay (4)—Municl- 
pal officers plan to take activi 
against merchants who attempt spec- 
ulation in necessities during the 
‘crisis between Paraguay and Bolivia. 

The Chancellery and the Ministry 
of War announced that there have 
been no recent incidents in the dis- 
puted Chaco region. 

The War Ministry also denounced 
the denial by Bolivian officials of at- 
tacks by Bolivian forces on the forts 
General Genes and Valois Rivarola. 
It was stated that the Bolivian cav- 
alry had been repulsed by a counter- 


Fort General Genes, and that this 
move forced the Bolivian infantry to 
abandon Fort Mariscal Lopez (Fort 
Boqueron). 

President Guggiari, in replying to 
a message from Pope Pius XI asking 
for a peaceful settlement of the dif- 
ficulties with Bolivia, said, “I am 


my people that Paraguay will not he 
guilty of a single offense against the 
brotherhood efman and our sincere 
hope is for peacé.” 

WASHINGTON (4)—Although re- 
plies from Bolivia and Paraguay as 
to the exact conditions under which 
they are willing to submit their con- 
troversy to conciliation have not yet 
reached Washington, Frank B. Kel- 
logg, Secretary of State, is confident 
that all danger of hostilities between 
them is over. 

Further steps in the conciliation

of the two disputing countries to a 
questionnaire cabled them Dec. 20. 
This communication asked their 
views as to the exact question in 
dispute and their desires as to the 
composition of the court to adjudi- 
cate the cantroversy.

Coolidge on Dec. 21 signed the Boul- 
der Dam, making effective the act

The measure provides that the 
Government shall supply the $165,-

construct a dam and accompanying 
works in Black Canyon.

The signature of the President was 
the last official act required in pro- 
viding federal authority for the con- 
struction, but either Utah or Arizoaa 
or the seven Colorado River basin 
states must ratify the Colorado River 
compact for distribution of water 
before the act can become effective.

CHICAGO—Modern medicine finds 
little or no reason fof the use of 
alcohol as a drink in the treatment 
of disease, Dr. Arthyr D. Bevan, a 
former president of the American 
Medical Association, declared here in 
a carefully prepared paper on “Alco- . 
hol from the Standpoint of Modern 
Scientific Medicine.” 

Dr. Bevan reported that not only 
was alcohol no longer used by the. 
best physicians on certain diseases, 
but in such instances had been found 
to be positively harmful. , 

The total amount of alcohol con- 


| 


sumed in drink is probably less than 
10 per cent of the amount consumed 
in pre-war days, he stated. The re« 
sults already shown by prohibition 
must be accepted as showing it # 
great success, he said, while he 
found it “sufficiently well enforced 
to have made a wonderful improve- 


ment in the health and well-being of 
our people as a whole.” 


Because of the “enormous abuse 
of whisky prescribing,” Dr. Bevan 
said there was a huge “amouat of 
graft, probably in the neighborhood 
of $40,000,000, in the writing of pre- 
scriptions for whisky by the medical 
profession.” He called upon the pro-

“While the Waldorf-Astoria still 
maintains its world-wide prestige 
and an unimpaired volume of busi- 
ness,” Mr. Boomer.said, “the great 
nonproductive areas in the hotel, in- 
volving enormous taxation and oper- 
ating costs, have become so burden- 
some that a more profitable use of 
the site than for hotel purposes is 
indicated. This is the reason for 
the sale.”

The Waldorf-Astoria was erected 
in two sections: the first in 1890 by 
William Waldorf Astor, who became 
Lord Astor of Cliveden. Determined 
to leave his mark in America, he 
caused to be constructed on the site 
of his Fifth Avenue and Thirty-third 
Street residence a hotel to be called 
the Waldorf. In 1893, John Jacob 
Astor, who shared the Fifth Avenue 
frontage on the Thirty-fourth Street 
side, was persuaded to build the As- 
toria, or twin half of the present 
structure. All rights to the famous 
name aré retained by the directors 
of the corporation in their announce- 
ment of sale.

M. Latecoere began the first 
step in air communications by inaug- 
urating a regular service from Tou- 
louse to Casablanca in September, 
1919, and from Casablanca to Dakar, 
in 1925. Dakar, in French, West| 
Africa, is the nearest port of the, 
Eastern Hemisphere to South 
America. 

On the other side of the Atlantic, 
Natal, just south of Cape San Roque 
at the eastern tip of Brazil, is simi- 
larly located in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. In November, 1927, M. Late- 
coere established the land link inthe 
Western Hemisphere between Natai, 
Rio, Montevideo and Buenos Aires. 
The sea voyage was andertaken by 
fast steamers.

THREE ZONES PLAN 
OF FRENCH L. T. F. 


Two-Thirds Vote Needed to 
Make Davis Cup Change 


PARIS (#)—Dividing the Davis Cup 
competition into three zones—northern 
and southern European and American 
—was the proposal put forward by the 
French Tennis Federation and trans- 
mitted to all the nations entered, a 
two-thirds vote being necessary to put 
the change into effect. 

The. northern European _ section 
would comprise Norway, Sweden, Fin- 
land, Denmark, Holland, Germany, 
Poland, Belgium and Britain, in the 
southern European group would be 
‘Switzerland, Czechoslovakia, Austria, | 
Hungary. Greece, Rumania, Jugo- 
slavia., Italy, Spain and Portugal. 

Nations outside of Europe electing 
to compete In a European zone would 
select either northern or southern. The 


would play each other to decide the 
European champion. 

The French Federation is doubtful 

whether all the replies with the neces- 
sary two-thirds favorable will be re- 
ceived in time for the 1929 competi- 
tion, which begins early in May, ‘but 
it hopes the méthod will be adopted 
for 1930. 
First round play in 1929, it has heen ‘ 
7; second round by May 19, third 
round by June 14, and the fourth 
round by June 23. The European zone 
finals start July 15 and the inter- 
zone play July 19, while the challenge 
round in which the survivor of all 
the preliminary play will meet the 
French holders of the trophy will take 
place July 26, 27 and 28. 


NEW YORK (#)—While the pro- 
posal announced Thursday in France 
is new, a proposal for a similar divi- 
sion in the Amercan zone of Davis | 
Cup competition was made at a meet- 
ing of the contending nations in Lon- 
don July 2 and Is still under consider- | 
ation, it was said Thursday at the 
offices of the United States Lawn 
Tennis Association. 

Accordingly, it is possible that the 
future will see the forming of four 
zones where now there are but two, 
the change being due to the increase 
in the number of nations seeking the 
famous trophy. 

If the Furopean countries find it 
more feasible to divide themselves into 
two zones there probably will not be 
the slightest objection on the part of 
this country, a representative of the 
U. S. L. T. A. said, although con- 
siderable cabling would have to be 
done to get a vote in time to make the 
change effective the coming year as 
entries for 1929 close Jan. 31.

Three floors of Harvard's new $1.- 
000,000 gymnasium will rise in short 
order, whether. money for the fourth 
is available or not, according to the 
announcement of William. J. Bingham. 
director of Harvard athletics, this 
morning. Impatient of the long delay, 
and eager to avail themselves of the 
money already on hand, the Harvard 
authorities are disregarding the usual 
ways of college builders, and going 
ahead to replace, the antiquated 
Hemenway Gymnasium. 

Ground will be- broken next week, 
despite the fact that at present the H. 
A. A. has not sufficient funds to com- 
plete the building: as.. planned. - The 
original plans called for a structure 
four stories high, covering the whole 
block immediately behind Standish 
Hall of the freshman group, the plot 
bounded by South, Dunster, Winthrop 
and Holyoke Streets. The basement 
and mext two floors were to have 
contained the new swimming pool and 
facilities for every other indoor sport 
except basketball. 

The baskethall floor, 


in. the plans 


500 as originally drawn, was to have been 


on the fourth floor, with space enough 
for three practice courte or for one 
game court with temporary seats ca- 
papble of accommodating a large audi- 
ence, Rather than hold up the build- 
ing of the much-needed pool, the ath- 
letic committee has decided to erect 
the structure as high as it can with 
the funds now on hand, and, without 
altering the present plans, to roof 
the structure temporarily above the 
third floor. 

It is the hope of the committee that 
some alumnus or other friend of the 
college will contribute the amount 
necessary for the fourth story before 
construction of the building has 
reached the third floor, but should this 
not be the case, the new baskethal] 
floor will be temporarily abandoned, 
while use is made of the swimming 
pool and the other facilities included 
In the new building. 

According to Bingham, some $300,- 
000 still remains to be raised if the 
building is to be completed. Three 
anonymous donors have already pro- 
vided $700.000, enough for all but the 
top floor of the structure.

‘Award! | 
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The Etiquette of Buffet Service — 


TT the etiquette of buffet 
service is familiar to the 
i ‘ housewife, it will be found of 


great assistance in the home whose 
hospitality is out of porportion to its 
table-seating space. Even the most 
informal occasions are subject to cer- 
tain rules of etiquette, based on con- 
venience, suitability, and, in most 
cases, general attractiveness. Once 
.the hostess understands the under- 
lying. reasons for certain details of 
buffet service there will be no puz- 
Zlinz indecision as to the choice of 
food, its arrangement and its serv- 
ing. Fundamentally, this knowledge 
is helpful on many occasions when 
food is:to be served at an irregular 
time or when for any reason the 
hours of service must be somewhat 
elastic. It is a mistake to consider 
buffet service as something for the 
expert caterer alone to undertake. 
For the. sake of clearness, it is 
well to think of this form of service 
as informal, semi-formal and formal, 
it being an easy matter to decide in 
which class each particular occasion 
belongs. For instance, a family Sun- 
day night supper is of the informal 
or self-service type; the semi-formal 
service would apply to the serving 
of refreshments after a club meet- 
ing or similar gathering; formal 
service would be. sufficiently cere- 
monious to befit a reception. These 
three generally accepted classifica- 
tions depend largely upon the num- 
ber of persons to be taken care of 
and the equipment and help avail- 
able. Buffet meals are fnost satisfac- 
tory when the food is limited to two 
courses, a main dish which may be

either hot or cold, accompanied by a 
salad and fancy bread or sandwiches, 
followed by a dessert and beverage. 
Salted nuts, olives, bits of celery, 
candies and the like add attraction to 
the food as well as the appearance 
of the table. 


Appropriate Food 


The choice of food, except for for- 
mal buffet service, should excludé 
anything very juicy or creamy, un- 
less each portion is in its individual 
container, thus minimizing tke 
chance of accident in serving. For 
this reason such food as patties, 
ramekins, escallops and the like, not 
only regulate the portions, but facili- 
tate self-service, and are to be highly 
recommended. Salad can also be ar- 
ranged for individual serving. and 
layer or loaf cake can be cut.in 
portions, even though left in its orig- 
inal shape for the sake of attractive 
appearance on the table. The ar- 
rangement of the dishes depends, not 
only upon the food to be served, but 
on the number of guests. It has been 
found better to have the main course 
placed at opposite ends of the table, 
with necessary silver and plates, so 
that two groups may serve them- 
selves at the same time. Platters of 
salad and sandwiches or rolls are 
then placed at opposite sides, thus ef- 
fecting a good balance in the setting 
of the table. Rather than give the 
appearance of a crowded table, it is 
better to have food replenished when 
necessary. All food served buffet 
fashion should be such as can easily 
be disposed of with fork or spoon. 
For this reason buttered bread or 
rolls are often served. Whatever bev- 
erage is included in the menu can 
be arranged for on an additional 
small table, unless the space op- 
posite the salad or sandwiches can 
be reserved for this purpose. 


Where possible, folding tables are 
made ready on which guests deposit 
the food taken from the buffet, or 
little nests of tables are separated 
and. placed here and there in front 
of chairs and sofas. Balancing a 
filled plate on one’s knees or being 
forced to do other juggling tricks 
with the food and equipment is for- 
tunately out of date and a guest's 
comfort is more and more consid- 
ered as an important point of the 
etiquette of entertaining, even infor- 
mally. 

The popularity of cafeteria service 


has taught many useful lessons along 
the line of self-service and guests 
adapt themselves to informal buffet 
methods with ease and deftness. The 
hostess usually asks two guests to, 
serve themselves, and others nat- 
urally follow the lead, as the host- 
ess is supposed to entertain her 
guests at a buffet party, rather than 
wait on them, though she should al- 
ways be on the alert to offer second 
portions. or to see that small ac- 
cessories are replenished. She also 
takes the initiative when. the dessert 
is to be served, explaining to guests 
that used plates may be put on a 
side table provided for them, and 
that, dessert is ready for service. It is 
the usual order to leave the napkin 
and silver.as the last items to be 
picked up, as they only make extra 
items to carry if taken first. The 
beverage is always last and is usu- 
ally carried. separately, as a guest's 
thought must always. be consideration 
for other guests as well as for the 


property of her hostess. 
Sem!i-Formal and Formal 
Semi-formal buffet service differs 
from the informal chiefly in the fact 
that two members of the family, or 
sometimes intimate friends, are 
placed at the ends of the table and 
superintend the serving. Guests. even 
with this style of service help them- 


selves to the smaller items of the 
menu, such as sandwiches, . rolls, 
olives and the like, and carry the 
food to their tables. 


The formal buffet service differs 
from the other two in that all food 
is passed, the guests being seated at 
small tables or informally around the 
room, with an occasional table placed 
wherever possible on which used 
articles can be put. Even though 
called “formal” this method of serv- 
ice is much less conventional than 
actual dining-room service would be 
and is the only practical way of serv- 
ing a large number of persons, com- 
ing and going during certain hours. 

All three forms of service are alike 
in that the base of supplies must be 
attractively arranged. It must neither 
be overcrowded at the beginning nor 
untidy at- the close of the serving. 
Partly filled dishes must be replen- 
ished and empty ones removed until

The Aristocrat of Candles 


HE Aristocrat of Candles is no 
mere painted thing, like so 
many pretty, inexpensive tallow 
lights that can be purchased through- 
out England and America for the 
adornment of festive tables and 
piano brackets. The writer came 
across the Aristocrat in a little shop 
behind Munich Town Hall—that

seems to transport one right back 
to the Middle Ages, and the tourist 
was not in the least surprised, on 
turning the next corner, to find him- 
self face to face with an Old World 
tuck-shop, full of honey cakes and 
gingerbread dolls, fruit preserved in 
honey, and sections of comb. 

Candles were a “side-line,” repre- 
senting the economic use of the last 
and most important of bee products 
—wax. Once inside the shop there 
were cases and cases of them, a per- 
fect museum, in fact. Long white 
tapers, beautifully adorned with 
golden stars and colored flowers; 
short, dumpy candles in bright col- 
ors, souvenir candles with the 
“Miinchener Kind’l” in relief, and 
many others. 

The factory where these candles 
are made dates back to the sixteenth 


ti century. Before that it was a marzi- 


pan bakery, and many of the old 
marzipan molds are still being used 
for wax figures and gingerbread 
dolls. It is situated on the outskirts 
of Munich, and employs about 100 
workers, most of them women and 
girls. Only the purest, beeswax is 
used in the making of these candles. 
Bavarian farmers are great bee- 
keepers, and for centuries they have 
found an excellent market for their 
surplus combs in the candle factory 
and the cake concern. 

After being rendered, the wax is 
kept in a semi-liquid state in largé 
vats. Some of it is artificially 
bleached, some is dyed, and some is 
left in its natural brown color. The 
wick—a twist consisting of several 
strands of linen thread—is wound on 
a large wooden bobbin. It passes 
through one vat after another, col- 
lecting wax. Slightly cooled, but 
still pliable, it is then wound by hand 
onto a second bobbin, and the process 
begins again. When the wax coating 
has attained the desired thickness 
the “rope” is cut into convenient 
lengths. The candles are straigkt- 
ened and tapered at the tip. They 
then proceed to the decorating rooms. 

Their subsequent treatment de- 
pends upon the fancy of the candle 
designer. At a long work bench 
about a score of young girls spend 
their time with little wooden dies 
stamping out patterns in warm wax 
which their companions apply sym- 
metrically to the candles. Some of 
the figures are black, others brightly 


;; colored, yet others tinted with gold 


or silver. The wax is rolled out toa 
wafer-like thinness and once the pat- 
tern is applied it amalgamates with 
the candle base, standing out like a 
little sculptured design. 

The patterns range from leaves, 


stars, zigzags, daisies, fancy lines, 
and borders of great variety to ex- 
quisite little silhouette figures of 
nymphs, Victorian lovers, cupids 
and so on. These silhouettes, in 
black, are extensively used on white 
candles and are very popular on the 
Continent for drawing-room and stu- 
dio decoration. It is impossible to 
give a complete idea of the many de- 
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lightful schemes to which this can- 
dle decoration lends itself. One spec- 
imen, for instance, is of bright red 
wax. About an inch up from the 
lower end runs a fancy gold band 
about one-quarter inch wide. Then 
comes a roll of black wax as thick as 
a wedding ring. Next there are four 
rows of zigzags in gold divided from 
one another only by a close row of 
gold dots. Finally a spaced shower 
of wee gold stars rises almost to the 
top of the candle, which igs seven 
inches long. 

Other specimens are still more 
elaborate, and their finishing is in- 
trusted only to the most experienced 
workers. The candle, of natural wax, 
is run through two final washes, one 
of red wax and the other of ground 
color. The brown wax forms a faint 


‘haze through which the rosy tint 


below is just visible. With a blunt 
penknife and a little jagged tool the 
girl worker proceeds to chip up the. 
coating near the base, revealing the 
red wax underneath. A few deft 
touches while the candle is of almost 
butter-like consistency, and soon an 
exquisite garland of roses appears 
round the candle. 
For wedding-table decorations 
white candles are treated in the same. 
way, and the petals touched up with 
gold. Painting is another branch of 
the candle-maker’s art, but it is used 
in conjunction with carving or su- 
perimposed figures, never alone.

Step 4—Rub to satin smoothness 
all parts with, first, No. 1, then No. %, 
and lastly No. 0 sandpaper. 

Step 5—Assembling: With hinge 
joint method, fasten the small frame 
to the large frame, as illustrated. 
Screw the brace to the large frame. 
This should not be so tight as to 
hinder freedom of action; adjust the 
screw ae required. 

Step 6—Caning: Provide wooden 
wedges 1% inches long and a little

less than the size of the groove in 
width, for holding and stretching the 
caning. Line the groove thoroughly 
with partially evaporated liquid glue. 
Thoroughly soak machine caning 
(cut about one inch larger in size 
than the grooved portion of the 
frame) in warm water for 20 minutes. 
Now drive the soaked cane into the 
groove with the wedges, moving them 
about until the cane has been worked 
into all parts of the groove, stretched 
tight, and the weaving of the cane 
lined up with the framework. Cut 
the spline to the exact length (6ee 
drawing), mitered at the corners. 
Line the groove with fresh glue and 
force the spline in place. Carefully 
trim off any surplus caning, and 
clean up the work. 
Finish 

If a bright or pastel color is 
wanted, lacquer or enamel the frame. 
If a dark finish is desired, stain and 


give three coats of thin white 
shellac, allowing this to dry between 
coats, and finally rub emooth with 
No. 00 steel wool. Silver-gray is a 
charming finish. To achieve it, first 
apply acid stain, then shellac, and 
rub. 


If a small closet is finished off 
rough on the inside it can be 
remedied without the aid of outside 
help by covering the walls with in- 
expensive cretonne. Select a wide 
cretonne with a lerge figure and a 
light background so the closet will 
appear lighter. Tack the cretonne 
from the molding at the top to the 
baseboard with thumbtacks.

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What Is Progressive Education? 


1V—The Schools at Their Work (Continued)

rope; you have discovered for your- 
self something of the problems of 
government, causes of distribution of 
population, and other economic con- 
cerns of modern life. It all began 
one day when_you played that jolly 
game—or it felt like a game because 
it was interestimg fun—telling what 
you knew about the industries and 
raw materials represented in every 
object in the room. And then you had 
all gone out and hunted in books, 


* pictures, asked your parents, and 


gone to museums together, while 
discussing, drawing and Writing 
about what you were discovering. 
This splendid map idea followed, and 
you had become thoroughly imbued 
with the entire experience. It was 
so much more real than studying 
certain paragraphs out of a book and 
then “reciting” on them. 

But suppose in the midst of your 
interest in seeking the material ior 
tts own sake, your work were arbi- 
trarily evaluated by a dictator who 
dubbed it 75 per cent or 40 per cent, 
or told you that if you did not re- 
peat the substance of a certain 
paragraph you would get a zero. 
The child of the traditiogal school 
continually has his work “marked” 
in this fashion. But the progressive 
school knows that if this is done, 
the spontaneous enthusiasm which 
carries a child so far in his studies 
will be snuffed out, and such a proj- 
ect as the one just described is im- 
possible. 


Against Arbitrary Marking 

Stanwood Cobb, in “The New 
Leaven,” refers to this arbitrary 
evaluation as “The Tyranny of Marks.” 
Professor Morrison has said, in ef- 
fect: “Of all the unethical treat- 
ment to which we subject children, 
marking them is the worst.” Upon 
thinking over the progressive ideals 
of education, one will perhaps see 
that when served out in the tradi- 
tional manner as the final comment 
of an autocratic teacher upon @ vas- 
eal pupil, marking in the progres- 
sive school is an anachronism. Even 
if it could be less of a mere human 
opinion, and more a fair judgment 
of true progress (and tests have 
proved that not only English but 
even mathematics teachers differ 
widely in marking the same paper) 
arbitrary grading tends to make the 
children self-conscious, just when 


ace if you 
upon every step of your work! Not 
easy for a grown-up, and yet we ex- 
pect it of a child. To many teach- 
ers, then, the gravest evil of the tra- 
ditional marking system is that it is 
far too likely to substitute a false 
motive for work. Furthermore, it is 
often the basis for a low form of 
competition, accompanied by false 
pride or humiliation. Stanwood Cobb 
also brings out the too frequent col- 
oring of condemnation which marks 
take on for the child. Anyone, he 
says, who has observed the face of a 
little child when overwhelmed by a 
sense of failure suggested by this 
means Of condemning his efforts, will 
realize the presence of something in- 
jurious in the practice—something 
which adults have questionable right 
to make use of. 

Progressive schools are earnestly 
at work on this whole subject of. 
marking. Some are using individual 
and group graphs as a transition 
stage. Some are adding character 
points to the list of academic sub- 
jects on the report card, indicating 
progress in manifestations of ‘“obedi- 
ence,” “sportsmanship,” “self-reli- 
ance,” “initiative,” etc. Many, as 
does the Ethical Culture School, send 
home a set of paragraphs which re- 
port the child’s strength and weak- 
ness in his work, with reasons as 
geen by his teachers. One of these 
paragraphs may read: “John is do- 
ing well in English, due to his wide 
general reading, but he remains weak 
in spelling and punctuation because 


_-he has not learned to be orderly 


and observant.” Along this same line, 
Mary's returned theme in senior high 
school English may bear the legend: 
“You have a fine idea here and have 
handled it in an original way. The ef- 
fect would be stronger, however, if 


' you made-your ending more vivid by 


use of contrast, and if you condensed 
the middle paragraphs. Your sen- 
tences are still loose and rambling. 
Try going over them for emphasis 


‘gnd variety.” Compare this sort of . 


thing with a mere “78 per cent” or 
even a “G—.” 


How the Child Is Gauged 


Yet the school and the child must 
have some means of gauging the 
quality of results obtained. Emphat- 
ically yes. The progressive school is 
@ laboratory, and laboratory meth- 
ods include intelligent observation 
of results. As a matter of fact, the 
office record of each child’s points 
of character, together with his dem- 
onstrated (and potential) abilities, 
comments by all his teachers, analy- 
sis of his home situation as given 
by his parents, is likely to be amaz- 
ingly complete. The child, of course, 
does not see this, but, based upon it 
is a discussion with him of his af- 
fairs, certain objectives being worked 
out in this conference through nor- 
mal analysis—not externa! praise or 
condemnation. 

The most useful means so far 
available for gauging progress in the | 
skill subjects (three R's) is the 
achievement test. These tests are 


varied in name and form, and are! J 


available in all the skill subjects. | 
have used the silent reading tests in 


advantage. One is able to see how 


information, swiftly organize thoughts 
gained from the reading matter, and 
to apply the ideas to a fresh, unex- 
pected problem. Remedial work may 
then bé done if the child shows in- 
ability in certain lines. The inat- 
tentive child may be found to be 
quick in this skili, and to need more 
to do. Children usually like the 
achievement test, provided it is used 
in the right way, and not held over 
them as a form of grading..They see 
the sense of it. For other kinds of 
material, such as history, geography, 
etc., checking can be done through 
projects, review plans worked out by 
the class, and countless other ways. 
The so-called intelligence test is an- 
other concrete measuring instrument, 
widely used by the progressive 
schdol, and has proved of great use- 
fulness. | 

I hope I have given enough ex- 
amples of the work to show that the 
progressive educator believes that 
the child can best learn to use free- 
dom by having freedom to use. The 
informal classroom offers many op- 
portunities for pupil organization 
and free growth. Instead of the old 
type of discipline—the teacher im- 
posing his will upon the pupils— 
the school seeks to build up a com- 
munity spirit, a public opinion, 
which guiaes the chiid when needed, 
just as in human life it guides the 
adult. The progressive educator be- 
lieves thorougoly in teaching the 
child obedience, but by obedience 
he means not a blind, unquestioning 
giving way of child to adult. He 
sees obedience as a form of order- 
liness, a genuine consideration for 
sound judgment—the child’s own 
better judgment, which may include 
a real deference to that of the adult. 
The giving way, then, is to the 
child’s own higher idea of things, 
and not to another person. The mo- 
tive for this sort of obedience is 
— with that back of many of 
the true qualities—the individual 
and the community living up to its 
constructive sense of things. This 
sort of obedience cannot be gained 
by repression, for the results of re- 
pression, nowever swift, are not 
genuine. It rather must be built, 
brick by brick, upon an alert social 
and individual consciousness.

iT THIS season’s Munich exhi- 
bition, “Heim und Technik,” 
Rhere was held in a separate 


building in the exhibition grounds, 


a survey of methods of general out- 
of-school education, from babyhood 
to manhood, organized by Director 
Held of the public town libraries, 
whose interest centers in educational 
questions and care for the young. 
Germany is the country of the kin- 
dergarten and the “Hort.” The for- 
mer are known all the world over ag 
play-schools for children too young 
to attend a regular school. The hort, 
a word with the meaning of both 4 
treasure and a safe retreat for any- 
thing to be protected, is a place for 
school boys or girls to spend their 
time after school hours. They are 
thereby kept from the street and un- 
desirable influence if they cannot be 
properly looked after at home. In 
the hort they play games or find some 
pleasurable and: at the same time 
useful occupation. The superintend- 
ent of the hort generally gives them 
some handiwork to do, and teaches 
them how to utilize all kinds of little 
odds and ends for making toys and 
small articles of use. Thus a certain 
skill is developed ip the children, and 
the love of work roused. Munich now 
possesses 84 horts, compared with 


,the 30 of pre-war days. Men conduct 


institutes of the kind for boys, and a 
woman is at the,head of each girls’ 
hort. 

The above-mentioned educational 
display, “Die kleine Welt,” in the ex- 
hibition grounds, contains both a 
kindergarten and a hort. There is 
also a model “‘Bastelstubé.” Basteln 
is a rather untranslatable word, con- 
veying the meaning of love of han- 
dling tools of every kind, of bustling 
about the house mending and im- 
proving, doing joiner’s jobs or engi- 


neering. The difference between work 
in a hort and in this bastelstube is 
that in the former the occupation is 
pointed out, while in the bastelstube 
the children have the choice of work 
they wish to do. The material ig free, 
and so are the tools required. And 
the articles made belong to the 
maker. Boys from the age of 12 up- 
ward are admitted, and here a num- 
ber of adults were seen busy as well. 
Munich-as yet has no public rooms 
of the kind. It is Director Held’s 
fondest desire and hope to see his 
plan of establishing a number of such 
bastelstuben, for young and old, real- 
ized in the near future. 


A further department of this edu- 
cational exhibition is the children’s 
reading room, a model much like the 
reading rooms for the young already 
organized in various districts of 
Munich, however, with some improve- 
ments of minor importance suggested 
by the librarians. A display of con- 
structive toys, stimulating the inven- 
tive powers of the children, and a 
concert hall complete the exhibition. 
Every week recitals by prominent 
musicians were held here. On some 
days a fairy tale film for the little 
ones was shown, and on others a 
_——- of rhythmic dancing. 

e house was surrounded by play- 


grounds and a miniature botanical | 


garden, giving the names of the most 
‘widely spread plants. Admission to 
this small world was free. Every sec- 
tion had an expert superintendent.

The tables, chairs and benches 
in these reading rooms vary in size 
and form to suit the ages of from 
6 to 14 years. When asked to do so, 
the librarian sometimes reads aloud. 
She sometimes plays games and 
sings songs with the children, or 
gives them riddles to guess. The 
leading idea is to make the children 
feel at home and happy, and to guide 
them without compulsion. 

Although what has been accom- 
plished in the way of opening libra- 
ries and reading rooms in recent 
years is a marvel, there yet remains 
a gap to be filled. Nothing has been 
done for young people over 14, and 
yet not mature enough to be admitted 
to the general public libraries. A 
plan is under way to organize a spe- 
cial reading room and library com- 
bined, for youth between childhood 
and full age. 

Munich has now the finest and 
largest reading rooms in Germany, 
including Berlin. And it has estab- 
lished what so far is unique in Eu- 
rope, and perhaps in the world— 
that is, a reading room for the un- 
employed, in the building of the 
Munich labor office.

Significant Move in British 
Schools, Says New Bush Scholar

PPORTUNITIES which schools 
and social organizations in the 
‘eastern United States offer 
young people from 11 to 18 years of 
age will be the special study of 
Miss Rhoda Robbins, principal of 
the Swansea Training College, 
Wales, who has just arrived in the 
United States under a research schol- 
arship awarded by Irving T. Bush 
to study education in the United 
States. 

Miss Robbins is the first woman 
to receive the Bush scholarship and 
the third winner of the award. John 
Whitley of Oxford University, who 
won the first award, passed six 
months in the United States in 1927 
studying American vocational train- 
ing. The second Bush scholar, Dr. 
Thomas MacLaren, of Renfrewshire, 
Scot., passed the first six months of 
this year studying problems of the 
so-called backward child in Amer- 
ican elementary schools. 

The school system in Great Brit- 
ain is now entering a most signifi- 
cant development, in that it is pro- 
viding extensive opportunities for 
training children whose interests are 
chiefly objective, Miss Robbins told 
a Monitor correspondent. 


Handicrafts to. Be Included 


Up to the present time, there has 
been very little special provision in 
Great Britain for training children 
whose interests are not chiefly aca- 
demic, Miss Robbins said. Now, how- 
ever, there will be special teachers 
and equipment for teaching music, 
drawing, singing, the arts and crafts, 
carpentry, domestic science, metal 
work and other handicrafts, and 
young people whose chief interests 
lie in these directions will have every 
opportunity to attain a high grade 
of excellence in their work. In addi- 
tion to these specialized classes, 
however, the students will have also 
the general cultural subjects such 
as literature and history. 

To provide the buildings 
equipment for these special subjects, 
central schools are being established 
to which all children will be trans- 
ferred at the age of 11, she said. 
Each central school will accommodate 
children from 10 or more primary 
}schools. In some localities the ad- 
vanced classes will be conducted in 
some centrally located primary 
school by special teachers. 

Miss Robbins characterized the 
move to provide training for childres 
along miore general lines as “the 
most significant educational trend in 
Great Britain today.” She described 
it as being chiefly a natural outcome 
of the move to establish free educa-

“Probably one reason why such 
work has hot received special atten- 
tion in British schools is due to the 
failure to recognize that it is cultural 
and that culture can be stimulated 
through arts, crafts and other practi- 
cal work just as it is by books. 

New Viewpoints for Teachers 

“Of course, all this means that 
teachers in the central schools must 
acquire new viewpoints; they must 
be prepared to deal with new sitida- 
tions; they must be ready to grasp 
the opportunities the new prospéct 
affords and to grapple with the 
problem of the child who presents 
unusual difficulties. 

“In this country you have had 
more experience than we have in 
providing special opportunities for 
objectively inclined children. I hape 
to find in your schools, clubg and 
social organizations a great deal 
that we can adapt to meet our spe- 
cial conditions and that will help us 
to handle the problenis that will 
arise in establishing the work.” 

Miss Robbins will study schools 
in New York City, Boston, Washing- 
ton, D. C., Philadelphia and Balti- 
more. She expects to return te thia 
country at the end of next year 
to continue her study in schools of 
the middle West and the Pacific 
coast. 

Miss Robbins is a native of Scot-

Those who favor the hook 
contend that divers destroy many 
young sponges by trampling the beds, 
while the divers say that they work 
in water deeper than the grapplers 
use, and that if they destroy any 
sponges, the loss is negligible.

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Ronsard and La Pléiade 


ERD was a long wait in the 
station at Marseilles. I had ex- 
hausted the possibilities of the 

Paris edition of a New York paper, 
when my eye fell upon the daintiest 
of books (nowhere but in France 
would such be on sale at a railway 


stand!) small enough to slip con- 
veniently into the most modest of 
coat pockets. It was an edition of 
Ronsard'’s Poésies, in the most 
charming of pink covers, carefully 
sealed outside by transparent paper; 
one of a series, it appeared, known 
as “Petite Collection Rose.” The 
outward form was so alluring, and 
the price so infinitesimal, that it 
seemed extravagant not to purchase 
it. 

Now my impressions of Ronsard 
had been of the haziest, dimly re- 
flected from college days. And to see 
‘this: verse in its true perspective, I 
found it necessary to polish up those 
too-rusty memories. 

Ronsard, of course, was one of a 
group of seven men,—La Pliéiade— 
who in 1549 banded themselves to- 
gether in defense of the French 
tongue, against the encroachments of 
Latin (for in those palmy days the 
Classics had no stormy fights to stay 
in the schools!) Other important 
members were du Bellay, Baif, Bel- 
'leau. These men wished to reveal the 
possibilities of force residing in the 
vernacular; their innovations in- 
cluded an enrichment of vocabulary, 
a study of syntax, an attempt to 
achieve “style noble, mythologie, 
rythmes nouveaux” (the latter has a 
strangely modern sound in these vers 
libre days!), and above all a break 
with the Middle Ages and a definite 
reversion to the Classics. It is inter- 
esting to compare this attempt with 
one made in the late sevenfeenth 
century in England, under the influ- 
ence of Dryden and Cowley—a sort 
of academy to preserve the purity of 
the English tongue; and with Dante’s 
significant work in the “De Vulgar 
Eloquentia,” in which he showed the 
need for a noble Italian style, chosen 
with discrimination from the various 
dialects,—later exemplified trium- 
phantly in his Divine Comedy which 
has indeed set the literary language 
of Italy for all time. But nowhere 
was the influence of the Renaissance 
—the Classical Revival more con- 
scientious, persistent, and lasting 
than in France. In fact, classic 
drama, extending through the eight- 
eenth century has been the preserver 
of the so-called classic unities. And 
this very drama may have received 
its first impetus from La Pleiade. 

Ronsard himself, born in 1524 in 
Venddémois, a desultory student at his 
college—Navarre—as is the case of 
$0 many illustrious poets, received 
his first education: in the world, like 
Chaucer, as a page at the Court, then 
as ambassador, where he made, we 
imagine, an impressive charming 
figure with his tall, slender youth. 

But from the career of ambassador 
he turned to poetry, attending the 
college of Coqueret to study ancient 
‘language. Seizing first upon Pindar 
ghe wrote a series of odeg, impeccable 
in form, but as a modern critic hon- 
estly remarks, painful reading (d’une 
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case with modern Pindarics—and, ff 
we must confess it, not infrequently 
with Pindar h'-nself. His next lit- 
erary influence -was not from the 
classic writers themselves, but the 
great scholar-poet of the Renais- 
sance—Petrarch, whose “Laura” 
sonnet sequence inspired Ronsard to 
write a similar group of “Cassan- 
dre.” Then wearying of the artificial 
stiffness of his early work, he 
turned to the lighter, easier verse of 
Horace. For a time after the acces- 
sion of Charles IX, his réle was that 
of court poet, in which capacity he 
turned to political poems, and an epic 
of France, the Franciade—inciden- 
tally never finished. 


To the modern reader, however, 
Ronsard’s chief claim to distinction 
lies in his inauguration of the 
Pleiade and his position as leader 
of the revival. And we do not have 
to seek far in his poetry for the 
signs of that classic vein. Here 
indeed are ajl its merits and all its 
faults. There is on the debit side, 
the frigidity which comes from imi- 
tation and the almost slavish use of 


lecture pénible), as is so often the/ 


the Pantheon of Greek mythology; 
and on the other hand, the finish and 
charm which even at its worst the. 
classic imitator catches from contact 
with the Greek. : 

In a little poem to the Forest of 
Gastine, his natural love of beauty 
does not successfully emerge from 
the overlaying of Greek mythology. 
In the woods dwelt the “college of 
the muses.” Or, if it is the Fountain 
Bellerie that is his theme, It is a 
fountain “cherished by nymphs.” 
One is reminded of those delicate 
and exquisite Corot pictures into 
which nymphs have a way of stray- 
ing unaware! In his Elégie a Marie, 
he pictures for his heroine a temple 
on the banks of the Loire, with her 
image in Parian marble, and with 
“robes lovely as those made by 
Arachne or Pallas.” Seldom even 
for a moment does the natural feel- 
ing break through these walls of 
classical imagery. 

Yet despite this love of Greek 
things, the artificial tradition of the 
out-of-doors which in English poetry 
is rampant through the eighteenth 
century, one cannot help feeling that 
Ronsard did love the country, that 
his allusions are partly a phase of 
prevalent literary taste, partly even 
a fulfilling of his own theory, but 
not a mark of insincerity. His love 
of the rose, spreading its “robe de 
pourpre”’ toward the sun, his two 
poems to the fountain Bellerie, de- 
spite the attendant nymphs, have a 
winning charm, and the poem be- 
ginning “when I am twenty or thirty 
months from Vendémois” shows gen- 
uine longing for his beloved rocks 
and caves; and, so it happens, has 
made him almost forget to be lit- 
erary and supply the deities! Sin- 
cere, too, is a poem to the spring, 
with its messengers: swallows, night- 
ingales, daisies, roses, butterflies, 
and bees. His love of the Loire is 
reflected in many of the verses—‘no 
French stream can bathe a lovelier 
land.” And we believe him when he 
says—“Alone in the woods pensively 
I ‘walk and nothing is as pleasant to 
me as wild places.” 

The sonnets are numerous, charm- 
ingly wrought and on the whole less 
artificial than the odes. 

So we find in this brightest star of 
the’ Pléiades with his revival of 
French poetry, his enriching or at 
least adorning it with all the imagery 
of the past, a man who is something 
of a philosopher and courtier, but 
above all a poet who loves best to 
sing of forests and fountains and his 
native Vendémois and beloved Loire, 
no less dear to him because, for their 
honor, they must be invested with the 
whole galaxy of the Greek mythology.

Providence, April 3, 1884. 

Well, here I am in Bhode Island.

expedition of healing, a part 
of his instruction to them was, 
“Freely ye have received, freely give.” 
What was it they had received, and 
what was it they were to give? Even 
the great gift of the Master to hu- 
manity, the gift of Christian healing! 

The world of material sense never 
gave Jesus anything; it was not ca- 
pable of doing so. Upon two occasions 
it had tried to give him all that it pos- 
sessed, but Jesus was wise enough to 
refuse its offer of false substance, 
During the severe temptation which 
he expérienced at the beginning of 
his ministry, it is recorded, the devil 
took him up into an exceedingly high 
mountain, showed him all the king- 
doms of the world and their glory, 
and promised him all of it, if he 
would worship materiality. But Jesus, 
steadfastly obedient to the First Com- 
mandment of the Mosaic Decalogue, 
answered, “Get thee hence, Satan: 
for it is written, Thou shalt worship 
the Lord thy God, and him only shalt 
thou serve.” 

After the feeding of the five thou- 
sand, the world again offered its 
glory to Jesus, this time more subtly, 
through those who were his friends. 
Jesus had fed the multitude because 
all day long they had been listening 
to the Word of God that he had 
preached. But they had obviously mis- 
interpreted this miracle, and would 
have used the power of God merely 
to satisfy the appetites of so-called 
mortal mind. John’s Gospel tells us 
that at this point they would have 
taken Jesus by force to make a king 
of him: but he quietly departed from 
them, and went up a mountain, alone, 
doubtless to commune with God. 

The Wisemen who came to Bethle- 
hem at the time of Jesus’ birth opened 
their treasures and presented to him 
gifts of “gold, and frankincense, and 
myrrh.” The few gifts which Jesus 
received from his friends were sym- 
bolic of spiritual possession, not of | 
concession to matter. 

Perfume, a prized luxury in the 
Palestine of Jesus’ time, was kept in 
alabaster boxes to preserve its fra- 
grance. Upon two occasions women 
broke their alabaster boxes of per- 
fume and anointed Jesus in token 
of their reverence. Early in his min- 


Along the Pilgrims’ 
Way 


Once on a summer day I tramped 
the white Roman road that turns 
from the Straits of Dover through 
the heart of Kent to Canterbury ere 
it swings away for London. 

As I strode southward, the trees 
fell back from the roadside, and, 
with the sun in my face, a constant 
stream of traffic wearied me of Wat- 
ling Street and dust. I turned at 
random down a sloping lane and 
came suddenly into a region remote 
from the scorched and roaring high- 
way above. A grass-grown bridle 
track lay between high banks clad 
with fern and ragged robin and 
topped with a grove of beech and 
yew, while over all, save for a 
thrush’s notes, there hung a com- 
plete and brooding silence. 

Stretched at ease among saplings, 
I lay entranced under a spell as of 
bygone and unhurried ages. This 
was in part explained when, on 
opening a map, I read the name of 
the Pilgrims’ Way. Though then the 
name had small meaning, I there re- 
solved that in some future season, 
lead where it might, I would follow 
that path on foot, sleeping under 
the stars and carrying in pilgrim 
fashion staff in hand and load on 
back. Thereat the leaves turned 
greener, the sky bluer, and I fell 
asleep. .. . 

The Pilgrims’ Way obtains its 
name from the pious folk who 
swarmed from “every shire’s ende” 
to the shrine of Thomas & Becket at 
Canterbury, but it is far older than 
they, older than any Romanproad, 
almost as old as the hill it follows. 
‘When the valleys were choked with 
swamp and forest, the safest paths 
for primitive men lay along hill- 
sides, and, except for trifling gaps, 
the range of the North Downs runs 
continuously for a hundred miles 
across southern England. Along this 
chain lies the old road, ever on the 
southward slope, for the most part 
between the edge of cultivation and 
the crest, and, while maintaining 
its height above the valley floor, 
choosing always the easiest gradi- 
ae 

It is difficult to describe the won- 
derful variety of the Way. In itself 
unchanged, it may be a sandy track 
amid pines and heather, a faint 
chalkline on the downside, a flowery 
lane through a winding coppice or a 
twisted path beneath venerable 
yews. Other roads, quarries or the 
plough have cut or destroyed it in 
places, but the greater part may 
still be found. The motorist is cast- 
ing covetous eyes, the hand of the 
builder is falling upon it, but for 
many a mile one still may wander 
through an atmosphere truly Eng- 
lish; charged with history and tra- 
dition, yet coloured with living tints 
and hues—the atmosphere of the 
Pilgrims’ Way... 


We have come from Winchester 
along the Pilgrims’ Way, 

We carry the scent of herbage we 
gathered on down and moor, 

The powdered chalk of the uplands 
and loam of the valley floor, 

Mould from the meadows of Hamp- 
shire with sand of a Surrey 
lane, 

The mark of the thorn and sunlight

HEN Jesus sent the twelve 
) W disciples forth on their first 


istry, “a woman in the city, which 
was a sinner,” anointed the feet 
of Jesus thus, when he was attend- 
ing a feast in the house of Simon 
the Pharisee. Dearer to Jesus, than 
perfume were the tears of repentance 
she shed. A few days before the last 
supper, when Jesus was attending & 
feast at the house, of Simon the 
leper, in Bethany, Mary the sister of 
Lazarus broke an alabaster box of 
spikenard, “very precious,” also 
anointing him. One of the disciples 
grumbled because this act of extrava- 
gance had been performed and the 
spikenard had not been sold and the 
money given to the poor. Jesus, with 
his unfailing perception of values, 
accepted the gift in the spirit in 
which it had been given, in reverent 
attestation of the beauty of his mis- 
sion to humanity. He told his dise 
ciples that wherever his gospel 
should be preached this story should 
be known. His words have been ful- 
filled, and all who love Jesus today 
are grateful for these acts of tender 
reverence. 

Although the influential friends of 
Jesus could not prevent the attempt 
of the Jews to kill him, because he 
voluntarily submitted himself to 
them, they did all they could when 
they believed him to be dead. It was 
Joseph of Arimathea who provided 
a new sepulcher of stone; and it was 
Nicodemus who brought the gift of a 
hundred pounds of myrrh and aloes. 
In the sepulcher provided by Joseph 
of Arimathewa, Jesus worked out the 
problem which consummated his 
great gift to humanity, the gift of 
Christian healing, which overcomes 
not only disease and sin, but also 
death. 

Mary Baker Eddy followed closely 
in the footeteps of the Master, and 
steadfastly refused to accept the 
world’s gift of ease in matter. On 
page 281 of “Miscellaneous Writings” 
she says, “I learned long ago that 
the world could neither deprive me 
of something nor give me anything, 
and I have now one ambition and 
one joy.” 

Those who would follow Christ 
Jesus, his contemporary disciples, 
and his later loyal servant, Mrs, 
Eddy, can do no better than observe 
the injunction of the Master to dis- 
tribute his splendid gift of Christian 
healing among the nations.

Record Season of Winter 
Tourists

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla.— The 
Sunshine City of Florida has added 
another feature to the many attrac- 
tions prepared to entertain the win- 
ter visitor, in the completion of a 
combination air base, a landing field 
for airplanes and airships, and a 
basin for seaplanes immediately ad- 
jacent to the hotel and shoppirg 
area, and predictions are that a 
great share of the season’s activities 
will include recreational flying. 


The completion of Whitted Field | 
places this city well up among the | 
important airports of the South, and , 
reservations have already been made | 
for hangar space from winter guests | 


here. : 

Located on the city’s water front 
on Tampa Bay, the field covers an 
area of some 200 acres near the base- 
ball field of the Boston Braves. The 
dirigible Puritan recently made a 
successful landing here after a flight 
from Akron, O., when the Goodyear- 
Zeppelin Corporation chose this city 
as a winter base, and two trimotored 
cabin planes are likewise located 
here. 

Predicting an infiux of 250,600 
winter visitors, John N. Brown, 
Mayor of St. Petersburg, recently 
pointed out that the airport facilities 
would add another medium of trans- 
portation to those already provided. 

From December until April an al- 
most “continuous program of events 
has been prepared for the enter- 
tainmient of tourists. The annual 
festival of states celebration will be 
held for a week in March; weekly 
meetings have been arranged by the 
different state tourists’ societies; 
Florida’s only horse show is sched- 
uled for January at the Jungle 
Country Club; numerous golf tourna- 
ments have been arranged; and 
throughout the season a concert band 
of 24 pieces will give free concerts 
twice daily in Williams Park. 

St. Petersburg’s new recreation 
pier, which extends for one mile into 
the waters of Tampa Bay, is a mag- 
net that draws thousands every day 
to promenade down its long reaches 
to the big casino at its end. The 
radiocasting station WSUN is also 
located there. The 28 miles of parks 
which fringe the shores of bay and 
gulf and inland lakes likewise draw 
their thousands. Speedways are pro- 
vided for motor craft and interesting 
golf courses are available to the 
yachtsmen without leaving the pro- 
tection of the breakwater key of the 


gulf.

In the four years past the business 
development has moved eastward to 
the Bay instead of westward to the 
residential districts of Miami. Mer- 
chants in and along West Flagler 
Street have been at a disadvantage, 
although topographically their loca- 
tion is the logical path of business 
development. 

Many of the better class shops and 
stores have had to give way to mer- 
chants of lesser distinction simply 
becaue of the latter’s advantage in 
location due to the one-way system. 

John C. Knight of the city com- 
mission with the support of a group 
of merchants in the less favored 
business districts, started agitation 
for the two-way system during the 
summer and after a consistent cam- 
paign succeeded in winning the ap- 
proval of Welton A. Snow, City Man- 
ager, and H. H. Arnold, Director of 
Public Safety. 

The five commissioners finally 
agreed on the revision of the traffic 
rules and Miami returned to its orig- 
inal system. 

Backing up its efforts to be a lead- 
ing winter playground, Miami pro- 
moters plan an outlay of $300,000 
for wide attractions in Bayfront 
Park.

A Word a Day 


Desideratum 


This noun expresses in one word 
the idea which otherwise would need 
several words to explain. A desid- 
eratum is something for which a de- 
sire or longing is felt, it denotes 
something lacking which is much 
wanted. 

It is taken directly from the Latin 
desidcratum, “the thing desired,” from 
desiderare, “to long for.” We even 
retain the Latin plural in our plural 
form, desiderata. A desideratum 
may not only be desired, but desir- 
able; it may not only be lacking, but 
required. 

The faith which the Romans once 
placed—for lack of understanding of 
a better—in the celestial bodies is ex- 
emplified in the makeup of this word, 
for they evidently believed that what- 
ever was keenly wanted would come 
“from the stars” (de.and sidus), if 
the wish were expressed. 

One should stress the next-to-the- 
last syllable in de-sid-er-a’-tum. Sound 
the first e as in event, i as in lid; 
second e as in maker, a as in late, wu 
as in cirews,

“Better Than Mere Handshaking 


} asence HOOVER’S good-will conquests 
are exceeding expectations. Reports agree 
that, far beyond mere popular acclaim and 

official courtesy, he is winning the affection of 
peoples and the respect of presidents. Partic- 
ularly gratifying is his success in Argentina, 
long regarded as somewhat cold toward the 
United States. Unusual manifestations of 
genuine friendliness leave no doubt that, as one 
dispatch puts it, “Mr. Hoover has won the 
hearts of the Argentines.” Better than any 
mere handshaking which tends to gloss over 
existing differences, the President-elect has 
come to grips with the rulers of Latin-America 
on those very differences which must be faced 
and removed if inter-American relations are to 
be permanently improved. 

Thus in Buenos Aires, Mr. Hoover pointed out 
to President Irigoyen that there are two sides 
to the United States-Argentine controversy over 
tariffs, showing him that in some cases Argen- 
tine rates are higher than those of the United 
States and that the latter’s farm surplus prob- 
lem is largely due to Argentina’s invasion of 
home markets. This method is Mr. Hoover's 
forte. It was by simple, sincere talk, man-to- 
man, that he won from war-harassed statesmen 
permission to feed Belgium and rescue postwar 
Europe from chaos. Disappointed at first that 
the good-will visits must be brief, Latin-Amer- 
icans are finding that direct action is accom- 
plishing amazing results. One chat with the 
editor of La Prensa, South America’s most 
powerful daily, completely reversed that jour- 
nal’s hostile attitude, and from all accounts won 
a new friend for the United States. 

Much remarked also has been the rapidity 
with which Mr. Hoover has seized the essentials 
of the Pan-American equation. With a trained 
talent for grasping large affairs and notably 
versed in world economics, he has amazed 
Latin Americans by his knowledge of their own 
problems. And withal he repeatedly expresses 
his desire to learn, and his conviction that all 
the Americas have something to teach. Gaining 
this attitude of “‘teachableness” is the first step 
presidents and peoples must take if they are to 
win that mutual understanding which -wipes 
out misunderstanding and opens the way to 
international friendships solidly based on differ- 

ences frankly faced and overcome. 


Tariffs and Retaliation 


RIGINALLY devised as a method of raising 

public revenue, taxes upon commodities 

transported from one nation to another were 
at a later date made an instrument for protect- 
ing the producers of one country against the 
competition of other lands. In the course of time 
the revenue aspect of customs taxes has become 
of less importance than their protective feature, 
since it has been found that, in order effectively 
to shut out competing foreign products, the tariff 
rates must be raised to a scale that by reducing 
importations lessens the revenue derived from 
them. The conflict between what was termed 
a “tariff for revenue only” and a policy of duties 
sufficiently high to assure the home markets to 
domestic producers has in the United States 
shifted to what may be regarded as a general 
acceptance of the protective theory, with inci- 
dental revenue. 

The approach of another overhauling of the 
tariff, the first since 1922, discloses an aggres- 
sive movement for still higher duties on a great 
variety of manufactured articles, while certain 
agricultural interests will demand increased pro- 
tection for all farm products. 

As foreshadowed in some of the statements 
put_.forward by farming interests, the issue of 
retaliatory action against countries imposing 
tariff taxes to protect their farmers may be 
raised at the hearings on the proposed tariff 
legislation. It is contended that the tariff laws 
of various nations unduly hamper agricultural 
exports from the United States, and the Con- 
gress will be asked to retaliate by taxing heavily 
the products of those countries. Whether such 
a policy will find favor with the national legis- 
lature is doubtful, since, once started, a ‘“‘war 
of tariffs’ might readily ensue that would seri- 
ously restrict the exports of manufactured arti- 
cles, to the decided disadvantage of the great 
industrial concerns that now find profitable 
markets abroad. Retaliation is a weapon that 
strikes both ways, and the influence of manu- 
facturers and exporters may be expected to be 
used against its inclusion in the .forthcoming 
tariff law. 


Toys Alias Tools 


OYS? You will protest, of course, that the 
last word has been said on the subject. But 
wait a little. Consider an anonymous article 
which appears in the current number of Har- 
per’s, called “The Education of an American 
Boy,” wherein an American father says: “I be- 
lieve in taking away a boy’s breath by giving 
him, on gift occasions, the nearest equivalent 
to a man’s-size article a boy can be expected to 
use and to care for.” : 
As a matter of fact, this man is hardly alone 
in upholding this theory. Those practicing the 
most modern educational methods recognize 


that children may most profitably learn by doing, 
and that in the process they may, become famil- 
iar with genuine tools. Stroll into a first grade 
classroom in any progressive school, and what 
do you see? Over in one corner a boy of five 
fingering a typewriter, unconsciously teaching 
himself to form letters into words; not a toy 
machine, if you please, but one of standard size. 
Across the room a little girl flourishing in one 
hand a hammer, while with the other she adjusts 
the nails with which she is fastening the frame 
of a doll’s house; not a toy hammer, but one as 
nearly as possible approximating a grown-up 
size. You may as well lay aside your apprehen- 
sions at once, for that little girl has been taught 
how to use tools. 

And so it is evident that many tools are poten- 
tially toys. No more thrilling experience can 
come to a small child than to be trusted with 
tools which are, well, almost as large as his 
father’s and of identical pattern. Then who is 
in a position to define which form of activity is 
work and which play? Once the novelty has 
worn off the wood-working tools, they may be 
replaced tactfully with others, say, a printing 
press or tools for working in metals. The boy 
need not be given warlike toys at all. There are 
innumerable other ways in which he may satisfy 
his longing to express himself in actual terms 
of the world about him. 


The Law in Two States 


WO recent incidents in the administration 

of the criminal law in Michigan and in New 

York lend themselves to comparison and 
consideration. In the Michigan case much sym- 
pathy is being expressed all over the United 
States, stimulated perhaps by a certain portion 
of the press which is always hypercritical of 
any effort to enforce the prohibition law, but 
nevertheless in many instances sincere, and to 
some extent justifiable. A woman, the mother 
of ten children, of whom only four are said to 
be living, faces a sentence of life imprisonment 
in the state penitentiary for what to many 
people seems to be a somewhat trivial offense, 
namely, the selling of bootleg whisky. At first 
sight the punishment would appear to be in- 
ordinate, unjustifiable, almost barbarous. Yet 
it is imposed under a statute which provides 
that a fourth offender shall be given a life sen- 
tence, and the woman in question had been 
convicted for a fourth time. It further appears 
from the court record that the father is in 
prison already, and that the woman herself has 
been a habitual criminal. Probably had her 
culminating offense been the theft of some 
petty article the sentence would have been im- 
posed and confirmed without any of the outcry 
which has attended the application of this 
statute to offenses committed under the pro- 
hibition law. 

A day or two ago in New York a man, a 
fourth offender, who had cashed a bad check 
for $150, received a sentence of life imprison- 
ment. The sentence seems entirely out of pro- 
portion to the offense for which it was imposed, 
but as in the Michigan case, it was the specific 
penalty inflicted by the statute which is in- 
tended to put habitual criminals where they 
can no longer be a menace to society. Over the 
plight of this man no sentimental cry has been 
raised by humanitarians. Whether cashing a 
bad check or selling bad and often noxious boot- 
leg liquor is the greater offense may be a 
matter of opinion. It may be noted, however, 
that a New York newspaper which commented 
in a somewhat hysterical editorial on what it 
called “‘The Mockery” of justice in Michigan, 
printed the item concerning the punishment of 
the forger without comment.

Buying New for the Old 


A UTOMOBILE sales in the United States have 
set another record during 1928, again dis- 
proving that the saturation point has been 

reached. The wonder is that such rapidly 
mounting sales are possible. But this rapid ex- 
pansion represents a conditioh not limited to 
the automobile industry. Charles M. Schwab, 
recently calling attention to the fact that the 
United States is consuming 51,000,000 tons of 
steel annually, said that he expects to see the 
annual consumption increased to 100,900,000 
tons. Mathematically these increases are seem- 
ingly impossible, and when based upon a purely 
statistical estimate of expectations such a 
growth in the merchandising would appear fan- 
tastical. Gradually, however, it is beginning to 
dawn upon industrial leaders and merchants that 
there is a potent factor at work. In some circles 
it is called the law of obsolescence. 

Foreign merchants and industrialists visiting 
the United States have repeatedly marked this 
development in the country’s business. It has 
been the subject of some recent noted treatises, 
and is discussed at length in certain of the newer 
books on merchandising. Style, color and inven- 
tion have done more toward speeding up sales 
than any other single factor. The substitution 
of the new for the old, not yet outworn or dis- 
carded, has contributed to the increase in sales 
of automobiles, clothes, furniture, houses, and 


all the multitude of articles with which modern. 


civilization is concerned. In the orderly opera- 
tion of the law of obsolescence the new com- 
modities offered for consumption must represent 
a sufficient advance in improvement as to make 
their value absorb the decrease in value of the 
articles discarded. 

The invention of new and improved lighting, 
ventilation and conveniences makes the new 
building preferable to the one built but a few 
years ago. An improvement in the make of an 


engine will render an automobile better than 


last year’s model. The advance is so rapid in 
the field of aviation that a new motor is almost 
obsolete before it is flown a thousand hours. 
Obsolescence does not necessarily cause eco- 
nomic waste, but makes possible the applica- 


tion of new ideas to articles and gives them an 


entirely new value. Such improvements may not 
be said to add to the material wealth, but they 
do add to the merchandisable wealth. The Bank 
of England is being rebuilt at a cost reputed to 
represent eight years’ profits of the bank. But 
that rebuilding represents no expense, but a 
profitable gain in improved facilities which 
should and without doubt will result in improved 
usefulness of the bank. 

In merchandising circles the law of obso- 
lescence is beginning to be recognized as a 
strong influence. Some industries have already 
made use of it for the betterment of their mar- 
kets, and in so doing have shared consumption 
with a constantly increasing proportion of the 
public. r 


News From Beth-Shan 


\ ) YORK of archeologists in the Near East is 


uncovering many important facts as to 

the lives of the ancients, not a few of 
which corroborate the accuracy of the Bible 
narrative. Dr. Alan Rowe, in charge of exten- 
sive excavations being made on the Tell at 
Beisan, ancient Beth-Shanr, under the auspices 
of the University of Pennsylvania, reports recent 
findings which definitely establish the presence 
there of the ancient Egyptians as far back as 
the dynasty of Thothmes III, dating from 1501 
to 1447 B.C. 

Among the important discoveries are the 
foundations of the migdol or fort which was 
apparently built as a place of last refuge in case 
the outer works should fall before the enemy. 
This fort contains four rooms, and its walls, 
more than seven feet in thickness, were appar- 
ently impregnable before the war engines of 
that day. Another discovery regarded as unique 
is an enormous silo or granary of brick, where 
was kept the store of wheat for the garrison. 

That scribes and craftsmen were quartered 
within the migdol is evident from potsherds un- 
covered, upon one of which in black ink appears 
the inscription in hieratic characters, “The Fiend 
in the House of the Ruddy Beings.” A passage 
in the seventeenth chapter of Joshua is recalled 
by the discovery of the model of a two-horse 
chariot: 

And the children of Joseph said, The hill is not enough 

for us: and all the Canaanites that dwell in the land of 
the valley have chariots of iron, both they who are of 
Beth-Shean and her towns, and they who are of the 
valley of Jezreel. , 
It seems not unlikely that the model in ques- 
tion may have direct reference to the war char- 
iots of the Philistines who contended so long 
against the invading-children of Israel. 

These modern discoveries, often laboriously 
carried on, shed much light on the ancient days 
as to the customs of the people and the general 
state of their civilization. 


Turn On the Beans! 


-_ 


T IS related in the news dispatches that a 

California woman who was boiling some 

vegetables on her electric stove was startled 
by the voice of a radio announcer apparently 
arising from the bubbles of a kettle of stewing 
beans. The sweet strains of a Schubert melody, 
punctuated occasionally by the hiss of escaping 
steam or the pop of a bursting bean, were said 
to have been followed by the more martial airs 
of a hunting song accompanied by a tin-pan 
fantasy from all the other stewpots atop the 
range. 

When a pot of beans, simmering sonorously 
on the kitchen range, suddenly breaks forth into 
articulated song, it is reagonable to assume that 
some freak of radio transmission is responsible 
for the phenomenon. One speculates as to the 
possibility of ascertaining and putting into more 
practical use the causes which led to this curious 
demonstration. If the bottom of the bean pan 
acted as a diaphragm and reproduced a radio 
program picked up inductively by the electric 
power line, then why should not all the pots and 
pans used on an electric range ultimately be- 
come faithful enunciators of all the stray radio 
signals which the power lines may pick up and 
radiate? 

“Every electric range its own radio receiver,” 
may yet become a slogan. Perhaps the dimen- 
sions and other distinguishing features of each 
pan or pot may make it peculiarly responsive to 
an especial wavelength, thus enabling the house- 
wife to connect with perhaps WABC whenever 
she boils potatoes, WXYZ as she warms over 
the beans, or WDEF as she scrambles the eges. 
The ensemble certainly would be interesting.

Paris Salons and Studios 


A volume by Sisley Huddleston, in which the brilliant pageant of Parisian intellectual life ts mirrored

OWARD the end of this lavishly illustrated volume, 
|| which everyone who has been, is going, or wants to 
o, to Paris (and who else is there in the world?), 
should buy and rejoice in, there is a print of a water- 
color sketch by C. R. W. Nevinson entitled, “A Studio in 
the Sky.” By the great window there depicted I have 
stood many a time with Sisley Huddleston, looking over 
the amazing panorama of Paris roofs. No city I know, 
unless it be Prague, presents so picturesque a jumble of 
irregular ridgepoles, tiles of all colors, dormer windows 
piquing curiosity, with here and there a tower or a dome 
rising like some great tree above a dense tropical jungle. 
Thence I have looked, not like the hero of Locksley Hall, 
“upon great Orion sloping grandly toward the west,” but 
upon the flashing lightnings which, as darkness comes on, 
turn the Eiffel Tower into a thing of real beauty, even 
though dedicated to the ends of advertising. 

Professor Teufelsdréckh, in “Sartor Resartus,” inhabits 
his lonely garret in Weissnichtwo and philosophizes upon 
what goes on beneath him. “Upwards of 500,000 two- 
legged animals without feathers lie round us; in. horizontal 
positions; their heads all in nightcaps, and full of the 
foolishest dreams. . .. But I, mein Werther, sit above it 
all; I am alone with the Stars!” 

A somewhat different philosophy animates the occu- 
pant of the garret in the Boulevard Raspail, despite the 
similarity of his physical outlook to that of the Carlylean 
formulator of the philosophy of clothes. Teufelsdréckh 
speculates endlessly on “What am I?” Huddleston, born 
journalist as he is, spends his gtime writing of the doings 
of others—of.poets and painters, anarchists and artists, 
ballerinas and boxers, publishers and politicians; models, 
Montmartre and Montparnasse—as he himself describes it, 
“A cityful of celebrities.”

Premier among English journalists resident in Paris, 
sometime correspondent of the London Times, now corre- 
spondent of The Christian Science Nonitor, and con- 
tributor to innumerable publications, Huddleston is easily 
the foremost figure among international journalists. No- 
body would relish less than he being called flaneur or 
boulevardier. His primary interests are in the more 
serious phases of journalistic work—the topics which in- 
volve statesmen and interest the students of politics the 
world over. His articles for the New Statesman of Lon- 
don, dealing with the intricacies of the European scene, 
show an intimacy with issues and an acquaintance with 
prominent political figures enjoyed by few newspaper men 
in these days.

Like most good journalists, 
he writes little about the journalistic scene, and less of 
the politicians among whom his daily life is so largely 
spent.- It is from his intimacies with artists and men of 
letters that his best recollections are drawn. How enter- 
taining, for example, is this little story of the perplexities 
of royalty: 

In France, as in other countries, Left has come to stand 
for Radicalism and Right for Conservatism. When the King 
(of Sweden) at tennis was returning the balls badly 
Suzanne Lenglen called out, “Plus & gauche, Majest@—tou- 
jours plus A gauche!” (More to the left, your Majesty; 
always more to the left!). And the King answered, a trifle 
sadly: “That is what my advisers are always telling me!” 


It is interesting to read of Anatole France that he 


| changed the decorations of his study to correspond with 


the theme on which he was writing. “When he wrote 
‘Thais,’ there were around him Hellenic souvenirs, torsos, 
and marble columns. When he wrote ‘Le Lys Rouge,’ 
the predominant note was Italian. When he wrote 
‘Jeanne d’Arc’ he was surrounded by tapestries of the 
fifteenth century. When he wrote of the Revolution there 
were prints of the eighteenth century.” 

Which suggests that certain modern novelists should 
write in the milieu of the night club, the lobster palace, or 
the consulting room of a psychoanalyist. 

There’s a fine touch of Gallic cynicism in the quoted 
remark of Paul Morand, traveler and story teller: “When 
the French missionaries, guided by Indians, first saw 
Niagara Falls they fell upon their knees and chanted the 
‘Magnificat’; today the Negro waiter on the restaurant 
wagon merely calls out, ‘Niagara Falls, Boss!’ ” 

Could any city other than Paris furnish the scene for 
such a volume, or any other writer so well ms x

From the World’s Great Capitals—Berlin 


BERLIN 

§ IS a well-known and often deplored fact that the 

opera of the whole world suffers from lack of new 

works. If it were not for the works of the past which 
are constantly repeated, the opera would cease to exist. 
Musical experts do not even hesitate to speak of the 
doom of the opera if this generation does not succeed in 
producing good works. In this connection an innovation 
of the Municipal Opera authorities is particularly worthy 
of note. Under the name of “Junge Opernbihne” (the 
young opera stage), an organization has been started 
which should result in discovering new talent. At a series 
of matinées in the State Opera House, works of young, 
unknown German composers will be performed, and if 
they are found sufficiently meritorious, they will then 
have a place assigned them in the regular repertory. 

A commendable feature of the new undertaking is -that 
the singers will be young and talented members of the 
State Opera company who hitherto have had little oppor- 
tunity of displaying their powers. Great stress is laid 
upon the desirability of interesting competent circles in 
the new compositions, and .not merely the average opera 
audience. Admission prices will be as low as possible, 
ranging from one to five marks. During the forthcoming 
season it is proposed to produce four operas, and a prize 
will be awarded for the best composition, as also for what 
is judged to be the best libretto. The Berlin municipality 
has approved the scheme and promises the sum of 25,000 


- marks toward its support. 
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For the first time an extensive air service will be 
maintained in Germany during the winter months this 
year, as may be seen from the Luft Hansa schedule just 
published. An attractive poster is now being displayed 
here showing one of the big all-metal Junkers traffic air- 
planes, ying in the dusk of a winter’s day over a snow 
landscape. The cabin is brilliantly lighted, and with its 
passengers sitting at little tables, reading or writing or 
looking out of the windows, an impression of warmth and 
coziness is conveyed. 

Daily services will remain on the following air lines: 
Beriin-Paris; Berlin-Amsterdam-London; Berimn-Dresden- 
Prague-Vienna;. Berlin-Munich; Berlin-Danzig-K6énigs- 
berg; Copenhagen-Hamburg-Amsterdam; Hamburg-Stet- 
tin and Berlin-Breslau-Gleiwitz. Several of these flights 
are made during the night, among them Berlin to Hanover 
and Berlin to Konigsberg. The Luft Hansa stresses the 
fact that all their airplanes are well heated go that no 
additional wraps are necessary. The air route to the winter 
sports in the Harz Mountains, the Black Forest and 
Switzerland promises to be even more popular than it 
was last winter.

_ What is said to be the largest chimney in Europe has 
just been completed. It has taken a little over six months 
to build, and stands upon the ground belonging to the 
Municipal Electricity Company in Charlottenburg. The 
chimney itself is 125 meters high and eight in diameter; 
the socket has a diameter of twenty-one meters and is 
embedded in the earth to a depth of nine meters, the 
work of accomplishing this alone having occupied three 
months. Tiles and bricks to the number of 1,200,000 and 
40,000 tons of cement, chalk and sand have been used in 
the making of this gigantic chimney, which will obviate 
the smoke nuisance from which the neighborhood has 
suffered for years.

In accordance with a new regulation, the words “Russia” 
and “Russians” are to be eliminated in future from all 
official announcements. In their stead “Soviet Union” is 
to be employed, or when considered especially necessary, 
as in intercourse with the Soviet Union representatives, the 
designation “Union der Sozialistischen Soviet-Republiken,” 
abbreviated to “U. 8. S. R.,” this being correct according 
to Soviet-Union law. The new decree will be gratifying 
not only to the Soviets themselves, but also to the Russian 
refugees, who do not regard what they always term “Soviet 
Russia” as their beloved “Mother Russia.” A reception 
was given on the eleventh anniversary of the founding of 
the Soviet Republic. Among the guests were Dr. von 
Schubert, head of the Foreign Office; General Heye, Chief 
of the Reichswehr, the Italian Ambassador, Frau Strese- 
mann and Frau Ebert. 
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An interesting feature, quite new of its kind, has been 
added to the curriculum of the Berlin University this 
term. Six members of the Writers’ Section of the Prussian 
Academy of Arts will, at stated intervals, talk to the 
students upon the various phases and problems of writing. 
These six lecturers, are exponents of the modern school of 
writing who have already made a name in the literary 
world. The first address was given by Walter von Molo 
upon “Poetic Conception,” and is to be followed by one 


by Oskar Loerke upon “Lyrical Form Problems.” Other 
speakers are Wilhelm von Scholz and Alfred Doblin, 
whose subjects are the Drama and Epic Form respectively. 
Ludwig Fulda will speak upon thé art of translation and 
the series will terminate with an address by Theodor 
Daubler, who will discuss the possibility of a German 
translation of Dante.

The well-known German-American writer and critic, 
H. L. Mencken, who was born at Leipsic, has just pre- 
sented the university of that city with his unique Ibsen 
collection of a thousand volumes, comprising not only the 
works of the Norwegian dramatist, but every book and 
pamphlet of note bearing reference to himself or containing 
criticisms of his works. This is another. instance among 
many in which Germans who have taken up their abode 
in the United States have remembered with affectionate 
gratitude the home of their childhood. 
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The Nobel Prize-for chemistry has been awarded this 
year to Prof. Adolf Windaus, director of the Gottingen 
Chemical Institute. Thus at the present time the little 
university at G6ttingen has the privilege of including in 
its staff three Nobel Prize winners: James Franck, Richard 
Szigmondy and Adolf Windaus. Berlin is proud of the 
fact that the @st-mentioned was born within her 
precincts.

The only drunken persons I saw this summer was & 
man in Chicago who escaped onto the sidewalk from a 
convention in one of the hotels and was giving his 
friends a miserable time trying to protect and confine 
him. The other was a Negro who came to my home in 
Alabama one Saturday night demanding a peck of meal 
for his hungry children.
